These  services  are  provided  by  the  Cornwaii  County  Council  and  include  such 
activities  as  home  nursing,  domiciliary  midwifery,  health  visiting,  vaccina  tic 
•Immunisation,  maternity  and  child  welfare,  ante  and  post  natal  care,  home  help, 
visits  to  the  elderly  and  the  various  aspects  of  school  health.  The  business 
of  a  Local  Authority  health  department  is  to  not  only  take  mea.sures  to  prevent 
disease  but  to  try  to  recognise  disease  in  an  early  stage,  ^ijirticuiarly  those 
KiLMng  diseases  which  can  be  c;jred  if  treated  early.  In  this  respect  it  is 
worth  recording  that  during  19<^7,  B75  women  were  eiciTiined  at  the  cervical  c'd.-t., 
clinics.  These  clinics  provided  a  wider  screening  than  merely  smear  tests, 
medical  examinations  were  carried  out  by  a  iady  doctor,  urine  checks  m'^de  and 
breasts  examined.  The  cover,  thus  provided,  expended  to  ohecKing  for  many  pelvic 
conditions,  breast  cancer,  kidney  disease  and  diabetes.  Many  gynaecoiogical 
conaitions  were  discovered  which  if  left  untreated  could  have  given  rise  later 
to  much  ill-health.  The  patients  were  in  each  case  advised  to  seek  treatment 
from  their  family  doctors,  and  the  family  doctors  informed  of  the  results  of 
examinations. 


A  Health  Education  Officer  was  appointed  by  the  County  Council  in  1962.  This 
forward  step  will  pay  dividends  in  the  future  since  the  ability  to  use  teaching 
aids  to  the  best  advantage  is  a  specialised  technique.  A  considerable  extension 
of  the  Welfare  Services  has  taken  place  vrith  a  closer  relationship  between  v/elfare 
and  mental  welfare

people  from  the  Rural  District  area  and  the  Borough.

Although  the  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  has  diminished  very  notably 
over  the  years,  and  the  notification  of  new  cases  has  diminished  alse,  : ut 
less  nnrkedly,  a  vigourous  policy  of  prevention  has  been  pursued  in  tho  'our.ty 
Ccri.wall.  School  children  in  the  age  group  11  years  are  offered  B.C.G. 
vaccination  against  the  disease.  In  19^7  following  preliminary  testing  of 
81"  v>iiildren  in  the  selected  age  group,  613  children  received  B.C.S.  Children 
v;*  0  have  already  received  the  vaccine  in  early  life  and  show  a  positive 
rfeuci.ion  on  testing  do  not  need  vaccination  and  hence  the  discrepancy  between 
thcso  tested  and  those  receiving  the  B.C.G. 

ua  addition  to  the  above,  all  new  cases  are  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Health  Visitor  in  order  to  assist  in  any  measures  needed  to  ensure  continuatio 
of  treatment,  cases  on  the  list  receive  follow-up  visits,  and  contacts  of  case 
are  visited  and  advice  given  regarding  Xray  e^camlnation.  Patients  receive 
advice  regarding  the  need  for  care  in  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease  to 
CGiitrACtS.
